At a public hearing held on October 19, 2021, the Connecticut Siting Council (Council) considered and 

denied Woodbridge Newton Neighborhood Environmental Trust’s (WNNET) Motion to Dismiss for 

Failure of Mandatory Notice, dated October 8, 2021, based on the Connecticut Supreme Court’s holding 

in Mobley v. MetroMobileCTS, Inc. that the only notice of constitutional dimension is notice of the 

hearing,1 which was published in the New Haven Register on June 10, 2021 for this proceeding; WNNET 

is not prejudiced by the applicant’s late sign posting; and WNNET does not have standing to raise notice 

issues on behalf of third parties.
